A Hungarian Town Overwhelmed by 


Rising Waters. 


ViENKA, March 1.—A terrible calamity 
has overtaken the village of Gergely, near 
the town of Paks, in Hungary, situated on 
the river Danube, about sixty miles south 
of Buda. 
A t this point in its course the 
river flows through a stretch of low land, 
f n d is lined on both sides by extensive 
marshes. 


Owing to the sudden rise of the Danube 
the 1,600 inhabitants of Gergely found the 
mud huts m which they lived submerged 
by wafite waters. 
The frail 
dwellings 
gradually yielded before the furious cur- 
rent, which was continually rising. 
Tlie 
people took refuge in the church 
and 
school, which were constructed of stronger 
materials, 
hoping that these buildings 
would be able to hold out against the flood. 


The people, led by their pastor, olfered 
up earnest? prayers for safety, and mothers 
and children clung to the altar, beseech- 
ing the intercession of the saints. 
They 
saw their homes disappearing in the rag- 
ing streams, and the swelling waters be- 
gan to beat against the church and school 
building with such fury that at last they 
decided that to remain would mean the 
destruction of all of them, while if they 
fled some at least might escape. 


Opening the doors, they started out into 
the flood, which surged nearly to the waists 
of the grown up people. 
Fathers and 
mothers carried their children and the sick 
and feeble were helped along by those who 
were stronger. They fled as fast as possible 
in the direction of Paks, the swift and 
boiling current pursuing them, as it were, 
in their flight. One mother with flve chil- 
dren, sunk in the waters and 
perished, 
If.any others, the number of whom is as 
yet unknown, were drowned in the flood, 
and the survivors reached Paks in a most 
deplorable condition.

The train had 
just left South street on the Philadelphiji, 
Wilmington, and Baltimore track, and is 
said to have been ]n*oceediug slowly. 


The mail and smoking car had crossed 
the intersection known as tho South stre«»t 
crossing, 
where 
the Baltimore 
Central 
tracks cut across towards the main track 
into Broad street, and tho third car waa 
on tho crossing. 
It was there that tho 
collision occurred. 
Tiie locomotive of the 
spcciiil crashed at a sharp angle against 
the third car. and ground it almost to 
splinters. 


The car was almost entirely filled with 
passengers, a large proportion being wo- 
men. 
The scene was horrible and ind«^- 
scribable. 
The car was lifted into tho air 
and dashed some yards from the track a 
broken mass of woodwork and iron.

IIE year 1S92, says 
the Sao Francisco 
Chronicle, w a s 
siiinalized by the 
occurrence 
of a 
ijreater number of 
fatal and destruc- 
tive convulsions of 
nature and disasters 
of various kinds than almost any other 
on record. 
During the first six months 
of the year the total loss of life in the 
United States alone from these causes 
was upward of 3600, while the disasters 
in other parts of the world will double 
or treble this appalling total. 
Of the 
large list of casualities in this country no 
less than 460 deaths were caused by tor- 
nadoes and thunder storms, there havinfj 
been four of the first named disasters of 
unusual violence and a large number of 
less severity. 


Happily for Californians,they live in a 
rejiion where loss of life or property from 
tornadoes is absolutely 
unknown and 
even the most destructive 
winis—the 
infrequent northers—do not inflict a tithe 
of the damage in an entire year that is 
caused by ii single whirlwind such as 
there have been bO many ol in the Ea^t 
during the present season. 
The people 
of this coast, nevertheless, take a deep 
interest in these» direful phenomena of 
nature, enhanced', undoubtedly, by the 
security they feel that they are in no 
danger of ever being exposed to their 
fury» 


It is to the peculiar physical formation 
of the great 
interior basin of the Miss- 
issippi and Missouri valleys that this 
country owes the fact that tornadoes are 
more frequent and destructive than in 
any other part of the world. 
With no 
great mountain ranges between the Kocky 
Mountai ns and the Appalachian system, 
it follows that 
there is no natural 


from several hundred to over 1000 miles. 
At the immediate centre of tho storm 
there is a dead calm, a most fatal place 
for ships to bo caught. At no point with- 
in tho storm's 
centre docs the air 
actually move or whirl in a circle, but 
there is a cyclonic tendency of tho at- 
mosphere about the region where the 
barometer is lowest. The wind of a 
cyclone rarely reaches a velocity of a 
hundred miles an hour, tho maximum 
beina: generally 
from sixty to eighty 
miles, and its approach is invariably 
marked by the action of the barometer. 


The tornado, differing from the cy- 


früm 8 to 4 p. m., though 
they fre- 
qusntly last until a^ late as 8 p. m. 


Along the immediate pathway of tho 
storm, even to the shortest distances, tho 
smallest 
objects often remain 
undis- 
turbe i, although a few yards distant the 
largest and strongest buidings are crushed 
to atoms. 


Observations with tho barometer are 
of little practical value in determining 
the approach of a tornado, no matter 
how near to the point of the storm's in- 
ception, The tornado season is embraced 
between March and October, the months 
of greatest frequency being May and 


obstruction to the sweep of the wind 
across that vast territory, and hence it is 
that here is found the home of the 
terrible phenomenon.

The general

invariably from the southwest to the 
northeast. 
The tornado cloud assumes 
the form of a funnel, the small end 
draAving near or resting upon the earth. 
This cloud, or the moving air of which 
it is the embodiment, revolves about a 
central vertical axis with incouciivable 
rapidity and always in a direction Irum 
right to left. 
Tue destructive violence 
of the storm is sometimes confined to the 


July. There are exceptional instances in 
a long series of years when 
tornadoes 
have bren reported in every month of 
the year. 
They may and sometimes do 
occur in'the Southern States during the 
winter and spring months. 
Taking the 
whole United States together and aver- 
aging the dates of occurrence for a long 
series of years (over 200) it is found 
that the region cf greatest frequency 
embraces the States of K-dusas, Illinois, 
Missouri and Iowa. 
Of all the States in 
the Union K-insas and Missouri rank the 
highest in regard to frequency.

The ordinary appearance of a tornado 
is that of a black cloud bellying down- 
ward toward the earth and 
term'inating 
in an elongated 
trunklike 
formation 
which moves along rapidly either imme- 
diately upon tho surface of the ground 
or at some distance above it. Sometimes 
this 
great 
trunk is drifted 
and a 
space of several miles intervenes be- 
tween the point 
where 
it 
ceased 
its 
work of destruction 
and the 
one where it commenced aq[aiu. 
Some- 
times it just sKims along at an elevation 
where it removes the tops of tall trees, 
the roof or cupola of a house, without 
distuibing the remainder of the object 
attackeJ. Sometimes there appears to be 
almost a human intelligence guiding the 
storm and discriminatiag between ob- 
jects to be destroyed and those 
which 
are not to be injured. 


By due attention to the appearances 
which invariably precede the coming of 
a tornado one may, if be fetala bis pret- 
ence of mind, bo prepared to avoid dan • 
ger to his life by seeking safety inñight. 
Thus, the pathway of a tornado, as al- 
ready statcdf is always from the south- 
west to the northeast. 
IC lu a bouse or 
other building from which egress is im- 
possible always seek tho west side^ to- 
ward the storm, 
and invariably avoid 
the east side. 
If in the opea air and a 
tornado Useenapproaching, stand lacing 
it aa it draws near» 
Then if it appears 
to be going to the right, run to the left, 
and vice versa. 
Always run to the 
northward or southward at a right angle 
from the storm, giving tho benetit of ^^be 
doubt la favor of the north. 
The path- 
way of ft tornado is usually so contracted 
in its width that au ordinary persoa can

readily put himself beyond its reach. On 
level land, as on open prairies, tho storm 
can be seen at a distance of five or ten 
miles, and this gives sufficient time for 
a self-possessed observer to get out of 
tho way in full time. 


The awful force of a tornado cannot 
be realized by anyone who has not had 
an opportunity to become 
personally 
familiar therewith. 
The history of these 
disasters is replete with example« of tho 
most extraordinary character. 
Thus an 
account of a storm which took place in 
Kansas in 1879 relates that a sulky plow 
weighing 700 pounds was carried a long 
distance, and one of tho axles, one and 
three-quarter inches in diameter, was 
snapped squarely off. 
Wagon wheels 
were broken into splinters and tho tires 
twisted into all sorts of shapes. 
A man 
was carried into the air and there came 
in contact with a horse whose tail he 
seized and was thus carried along for a 
considerable distance and finally dropped 
to the ground comparatively uninjured. 
A two horse wagon with one live horse 
attached to it, the other having been 
killed and 
torn away, was seen at a 
height of a hundred feet in the air. A 
hog weighing 300 pounds had a timber 
seven feet long and six inches square 
driven directly through its body. The 
wheel of a wagon was carried a mile, 
whil»-chickens were stripped of their 
feathers and their bodies carried 
three 
miles from home. 


In Jackson County, Mo., in 1879, a 
tornado carried away a house, no part 
of which was ever found. 
The carpet 
of a pare of the house, 
however, was 
pulled 
from the floor and left on the 
qround uninjured. 
Several 
garments 
that had been in the house wore found 
at a distance of five or six miles. A large 
trunk 
was tern to pieccs and the lock 
was found half a mile away driven into 
the rail of a fence. 
Two heavy quarter- 
inch wagon tires were twisted 
literally 
into knots. 


In Marsliall County, Kan., the samt 
year that the two storms already referred 
to occurred, another tornado tore down 
a 
massive iron bridge. 
It lifted the 
heavy structure squarely from the piers 
and dropped it into the river. The rods 
and beams were twisted into all sorts of 
shapes. 
Rods two and one-half inches 
in diameter were broken squarely off. 
The structure was lifted from the abut- 
ments so easily that but two stones of 
the three piers thac supported it were 
disturbed in any way. 


In 
April, 3S79, there was a severe 
tornado near "\Vacerborough,S. C.,which 
was signalized by many peculiar occur- 
rences. 
A hickory tree fifty-four inches 
in circumference was lifted bodily oui 
of the ground and carricd some distance 
up a steep bank. An iron 
chisel was 
earned ninety ieet and driven two inches 
into a log. 
A basket of books weighing 
fifty pounds was carried two and a half 
miles, and found hanging in a tree, with 
the contents intact. 
Geraniums in pots 
were carried a mile and 
found 
unin- 
jured. 
Letters and books were carried 
six miles, and articles of clothing 
were 
founa ten miles from their 
owners' 
houses. 


At a storm in Missouri an entire rail- 
road train, with the exception of the en- 
gine, was thrown frota the track, the 
cars being deposited in all sorts of po- 
sitions at varying distances from the 
track. 
In a recent storm in Kansas u 
barn with a horse inside of it was lifted 
by the wind and deposited on the roof 
of a two-story building, while trees were 
driven through the walls of houses anc 
many other strange 
occurrences 
were 
noted. 
In fact volumes could be filled 
with the bare recital of the 
strange 
freaks of toraa'Joeg.

Every day thousands of bu^y

They arc unawar« that every morning, iu 
a room over tho Chase National 
Bank, 
between $130,000,000 and 
§150,000,. 
000 changes hands in ten minutes. 
Tho 
Chase National Bank is in tho northwest 
corner of Nassau and Pino streets, aud, 
over tho bank, the rest of the 
building 
is occupied by tho Ciearmcr Houso of tho 
Associated Banks of New York. 


Every workday morning 
representa- 
tives of over sixty banks of the city of 
New York 
assemble 
in 
the 
Cleariníí 
House with checks 
to be 
exchanged. 
Precisely at ten o'clock the representa- 
tives exchange checks, receiving vouch- 
ers and receipts in return. 
This takes 
exactly ten minutes. 
The results of the 
interchange are then ronorted by each 
financial 
emissary to William Snearer, 
Manager of the Clearing House, and his 
assistant, William I. Gilpin. 
These two 
gentlemen mount into a gallory at the 
end of the room aud bahinco the results 
upon a huge proof sheet. 
On the lloor 
below each bank representativo has a 
high desk, belonging to his bank. After 
making their returns, they loll around 
for half an hour until the result of the 
day 's clearances uro read by Mr. Gilpin 
from 
tho 
gallery. 
These 
are copied 
down by the men on the floor below 
upon similar sheets and taken to their 
banks, where they furnish accurate daily 
statements of the financial standing and 
daily business of kindred houses. 


The average sura which changes hands 
daily is about $135,000,000, but upon 
Thursday 
last 
tho 
enormous sum 
of 
$150,000,000 was involved. 


Upon receiving their credit or debit 
papers the men return to their institu- 
tions. 
If one bank sent down $500,000 
worth ot checks and received back only 
$300,000 in their own checks, thoy are 
entitled to the $300,000 difference; and, 
on the other hand, if they pay over 
$200,000 worth of other banks' checks, 
tùey are required to make it good. 
This 
is done at 1 . 3 0 p, m. each day. 
I h e n 
the clerks or messengers repair to 
the 
Clearing 
House and 
pay in 
what 
is 
charged against them, and vice-versa. 
This difference is paid in §1000, $2000, 
$5000 and $10,000 gold or silver 
cer- 
tificate notes aud payment is made back 
by the institutution in Clearing 
House 
certificates, whic'a are valueless 
except 
when signed by the Clearing House. 


As the interchange of so much money 
is of considerable Importance, tho clerks 
or bank messeni^ers, who carry hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to or from Nas- 
sau and Pine streets, never travel alone, 
and generally come and go in cabs. 
Tho 
bank's detective, and sometimes two of 
them, follow tho man with the money. 
All go heavily armed, and there is no 
instance upon record where one of these 
messengers has been robbed. 


By tho middle of the afternoon, after 
the debits and credits have been made 
good, tho Clearing llnuso has not one 
cent in its coffers. 
It is all received and 
dispensed in the settling room. 


Of a necessity, tho accounts upon tbo 
proof sheets have to balance. 
If 
there 
are any mistakes they are easily corrected 
by referring to the 
system 
of 
mutual 
vouchers and receipts, which each bank's 
representative takes and receives 
f r o « 
every other 
bank. 
Asido 
from 
this, 
there is a system of fines, averaging 
$3 
for each error made. 
This acts as a 
stimulus to accuracy and prevents errors, 
which in reality are rare. 


Through the medium of the 
Clearing 
House each individual 
bank 
is 
saved 
thousands of dollars aud valuable 
time. 
It would keep five or six bank 
clerks 
busy trom morning until night to visit 
other banks, return checks, 
exchange 
the same and collect or pay the 
differ- 
ences, beside returaing tho business and 
bookkeeping. 


The Clearing House of the Associated 
Banks of New York has been in 
exist- 
ence since 1833. 
During that timo 
it 
has been able to avert serious 
financial 
panics by the intimate knowledge which 
it furnished to each bank concorniug the 
exact condition ot the others. 
The 
af- 
fairs of the institution are controlled by 
an Executive 
(Jommittee 
of 
five, 
ap- 
pointed at the annual meetings. 


Each bank is based according to the 
amount of business which it 
transacts 
through tho medium. 
Banks outside of 
the city are not admitted, but they can 
clear through the city banks by keeping, 
permanently, a 
large 
deposit 
in 
the 
banks which they select, 
and 
sending 
their checks to them as agents. 


In the Clearing House, in tho upper 
room, ^%/erything runs like 
clockwork. 
Each man knows his place, and tho sys- 
tem has been so simplified as to bo abso- 
lutely accurate. 
It runs in such smooth 
grooves, so well oiled, that the 
institu- 
tion can clear or exchange with the same 
facility $200,000,000 or 
$100,000 
ia- 
Bide of the pre&uribcd ten minutes* 


Thoro can bo no mistakes involving a 
mixture of the bank?. 
Each 
concern 
has a number of its own, which is never 
given to another. 
If tho bank fails that 
number is never used again. 
Thero is 
no opportunity to *'hoodoo,** as it were, 
any other financial house. This is ovinced 
iu tho 
ptoof 
shoot, 
which 
possesses 
eighty-nine numbers, while only 
sixty 
odd banks 
are doing business. 
Tho 
others have failed or gone out of 
exist- 
ence 
since 
tho 
Clearing 
House 
was 
founded. 


No estimate ha^ yet been made of tho 
aggregate sum which has changed hands 
since the organization of this 
mediimu 
An idea can, however, bo obtained Irom 
the fact that never since its inception has 
less than $»0,000 been involved daily.—

A Tcry Queer Satellite. 


Tho satellite 
nearest 
to tho planet 
Jupiter must be a singular place of resi- 
denee, if there bo any possibility of resi- 
dents at all resembling human beings. In 
the iirst place, though it is bigger than 
our moon, the substance of which it is 
composed is less than half as light as 
cork, so that it is not a very solid place 
of residence. 


In the next place, though tho sun ap- 
pears very dim from it as compared with 
what it appears from the earth, it has a 
moon—namely, 
Jupiter 
itself — whose 
surface appears many hundreds of times 
larger than our moon. 


In the third placc, tho recent observa- 
tions made of this satellite by Mr. Bar- 
nard, in tho great 
Lick 
Observatory, 
make it not improbable that this satel- 
lite is reallv cut in two, and that there- 
fore there may be two separate little 
worlds, probably not separated by any 
very great distance (for the total diame- 
ter of the two together, if there be two 
divisions of the satellite which was al- 
ways supposed till quite recently to be 
single, is not above 2300 miles across), 
revolving together through space, some 
even of the 
details of 
one of which 
worlds must be visible from the other, 
if there be anything "like tclescopes on 
either half. 


If the satellite is not cut in two Mr. 
Barnard holds that there must be a light 
belt round it, very like the light belt on 
Jupiter itself, and that thie light bolt 
produces tho impression of division un- 
der certain circumstances of the orbit. 
We may hope that tho Lick Observatory 
will at length solve tho problem. 
Per- 
haps the residents of the two halves of 
the planet, if it be in halves, can really 
telegraph to each other.—Lyndon JSi^sc- 
tator*

Then 
as wc began to j)ush westv/ard to the 
great plains the typical frontiersman be- 
came a ranchman or a mountaineer. 
He 
was a trapper or hunter in the Rocky 
Mountains orperliaps drove the old time 
while-topped ijrairie ^«schooners" over 
the old Santft Fe trail. He had a quantity 
of faults, but an equal number of stern 
aud stalwart virtues, and altogether ho 
was a man for tho nation to be proud of. 
Nowadays the whole country is so 
set- 
tling up that the prolessional hunters and 
trappers have almost vanished. 
The last 
bullalo hunters camo to an end in 1863, 
wlienthe last great herd was destroyed. 
The hunters and trappers are 
now only 
to be found in out of the way nooks and 
corners of the Rockies, 


*^Uur idea is to have first of 
all tho 
characteristic 
buiidinii in which 
tho 
frcntiersmer lived. 
We must have tho 
typical log cabins 
of the frontiersmen 
and also tlie big wigwams made of bark 
and skins. 
Then alongside the hunter's

by BO many thousands of settlers,

dering cattle men aud Santa Fe traders. 
Horses aud mules should be picketed 
near by.

Important 
to 
Farmers. 


Senator Lloyd made a strong speech 
in the Senate last Wednesday against 
the passge of the Fence bill now be- 
fore that body. 


This bill virtiially re enacts the law 
of 1700, requiring farmers to fence 
their farms against cattle running at 
large on the public roads,which would 
be imposing a great and unreasona- 
ble burden upon them. 


As the fence laws of the State now 
stand in regard to outside fences, the 
farmer is simply required to fence in 
his own stock, and is not charged 
with a heavy expense in maintaining 
fences for the benefit of those who 
wish to make our highways public 
grazing grounds. 


The act of 1842, which regulates 
the erection of line, or partition fen- 
ces, is a good law, and is also sought 
to be repealed by the present bill. If 
this bill becomes a law the farmer will 
not have the privilege of saying how 
his farm shall bo fenced, either by 
outside or line fences. 


Mr. Lloyd, in illustrating the b u r - 
den the passage of this fence law 
would impose upon our agricultural 
districts, showed that to erect such 
outside fences as this bill requires, 
along the public roads of only the fol- 
lowing nine counties, namely, Adams, 
Berks,Franklin, Perry, Dauphin,Leb- 
anon, Laiuiaster, York and Chester, 
would aggregate a cost of over thir- 
teen millions 
of dollai's, which of 
course, would have to be repeated 
once in every twenty years. 


Oar farmers' own interests will die 
tate to them the kind of fences which 
may be necessary to keep their own 
block at home and they ought not to 
be required to do more than this. 


It IB the grossest injustice to com- 
pel them to increase this additional 
burden that others may use the pub- 
lic roads as pasture grounds, and Mr. 
Lluyd so stated in very plain terms.

The Chisina Kan was one 
ofjthem, lately built for the Japanese^Gov- 
ernment in France, at an extravagant 
cost, and fitted out with all the modern 
improvements* 
It had a collision not 
long ago with an ordinary 
steamship, 
the Ravenna. The Ravenna proceeded on 
her way without having to put into 
port for repairs, but 
the Chisina Kan 
went to the bottom with such inordinate 
speed that of her crew of ninety souls 
but sixteen could be saved. 
If one of 
these tremendous 
encfines 
could 
be 
brought against us, the only thing acc- 
essary, it seems, would be to ram it with 
a skill, and send it to the bottom. 


The papers in the Northwest say that 
everywhere in that region water powers 
are being taken up and utilized to create 
electricity. 
So cheap is this process that 
the use of coal is out of the question. 
No light and no power can be created so 
cheaply as that where a mountain stream 
has been made to do the work. 
What 
was an experiment a short time ago has 
now become one of the most remarkable 
industrial developments of the time. 
In 
nearly all the Northwestera States which 
are hilly or mountainous these water 
powers are abundant. 
Swift streams are 
flowing 
down everywhere. 
These are 
just what the electricians want. 
Find- 
ing a stream anywhere within five or ten 
miles of a thriving town, they are ready 
to light that town and furnish power 
cheaper than it could ever be furnished 
by the use of coal. 
This, to a great 
extent, is the practical solution of the 
question of cheap light, heat and i^ower. 


Early in the present century Georg« 
Rapp founded aa Edeu in Pennsylvania, 
and named the settlement Economy. The 
settlers had to live up to 
the apostolic 
rule of holding all things in common, 
and they 
were, 
moreover, 
prohibited 
from marrying. 
From time to time the 
fiociety received enough accessions 
to 
keep it alive, and at the 
present time 
the members number twenty-iive men. 
With no families, these men naturally 
fell into habits of hard work and close 
tfconomy. 
Their property increased in 
value, and it is now worth 
anywhere 
from forty to seventy million of dollars. 
The head of the community died a few 
weeks ago^ and Joan 
Duss, a man oi 
Ihirty-three, who joined the society only 
eiic years ago, is likely to 
bo his 
suc- 
cessor. 
If Mr. Duss outlives bis associ- 
ates, all the property will bo his, and he 
may by thq time ho reaches the age of 
sixty find himself in 
possession 
of aa 
estate worth from JjSlOO,000,000 to $160,• 
000,000, 
People who have followed the 
progress of this remarkable 
society of 
celibates are asking the question: 
• »Does 
it pay to bo single?" 
Perhaps it doe« 
in exceptional cases, but it is the belief 
of the Atlantip Constitution that 
*'the 
average man would rather 
bo in 
the 
penitentiary than in the pious little town 
of Economy.

dried and finely minced parsley; mix all 
these together Into the thickened sauco 
and let it all get cold.

board or a large flat dish and put on it 
little lumps of the mixture; roll

in a ball with your floured hands, then 
flatten them into cutlet shape with a 
broad or palette knife, dip them in egg 
and bread crumbs and fry iu plenty of 
boiling fat for three or four minutes till 
of a pretty golden color, drain 
them 
well, dish en couronne, garnished with 
fried parsley and pile up the centre with 
broiled or iried mushrooms.—New York 
Journal.

AN O L D ' F A S n i O N B D 
D A I N T Y 
ACfAIN, 


The old crjstalized »range-peel, 
a 
home-made confection in which our 
grandmothers delighted, is now to bo 
lound at some of tbere tail shops. 
Tho 
best oranges for this purpose are the 
Mediterranean and sweet-rinded Valen- 
cias. 
It would be a waste of time and 
material to attempt 
to crystalize 
tho 
flavorless Florida orange-peel. 
As only 
the rind is used in this candy, the pulp 
and juice may be utilized for some other 
purpose. 


Put the peel in cold water and set it 
away for at least nine days. 
Then scald 
it up in the water in which it has been 
soaking. 
It must bo kept while it U 
soaking in a cold place, but not where it 
will freeze. 
When it has been thor- 
oughly soaked boil it till it h 
tender, 
dram it out of this water, dry it with 
cloths and cut it into long strips of uni- 
form size. 
Make a thick syrup, in the 
proportion of a pint of sugar to a pint 
of water. 
When this syrup has boiled 
ten minrtes put the peel in it and let in 
boil down slowly until it begins to 
shrivel and the syrup is reduced to a 
rather soft candy. 
This can be ascer- 
tained by testing tho syrup. 
When it 
forms a soft, creamy ball between the 
fingers it has cooked enough. Drain the 
peel out, spread it on greased papers, 
taking care that the strips do not touch 
each other. 
When they are thoroughly 
dried make them into little sheaves, 
tying them around the centre with a 
narrow ribbon of white satin or pale 
orau'jc color. 
They 
look very pretty 
piled on a low bonbon dish.—New Yorii 
Tribune.

Tannin mixid with mutton tallow is 
good for chapped hands. 


To clean a brown porcelain kettle» 
boil peeled potatoes in it.

Remove iron rusb from marbles by 
rubbing with lemon juice. 


To purify a room of unpleasant odors, 
ourn vinegar, rosin or sugar.

dishes put into it a little milk. 


A good-sized sponge is nice for clean- 
ing paint and wasning windows. 


A puste made of equal parts of lard 
and powdered chalk will cure corns. 


A large, soft sponge, either dry or 
slightly dampened, maKCi a good duster. 


If an artery is cut, compress it be- 
tween the wound and the lieart; if a 
vein is cut, compress beyond. 


A bottle of flexible collodion is very 
useful for cracks in the hands, scratchcs, 
cuts, etc. 
Care must bo taken to keep 
it well protected irom the air. 


Newspapers wet thoroughly and crum«> 
pled up are excellent to sweep a carpet 
with, making it look bright and with 
far les$ trouble than it is to wipe it witu 
u damp cloth. 


To clean paint, add to two quarts ot 
hot water two tablespoonfuis ci turpen- 
tine and one of .skimmed milk, and only 
soap enough to make suds, and it wUl 
clean and giye a luster. 


Tar or paint may bo removed by first 
applying oil of some kind or lard; then, 
after scraping off the loosened sub- 
>:ances, apply a mixture of turpentine 
and benzine, and at the last use beozino 
alone, 


A coat of gum copal varnish applied 
to the Boles of boots and shoes, and re- 
peated until the pores are filled and the

One tablespoonful of soot 
to two quarts of warm water is a simple 
way of making the tea. 
If one desires 
to make it in larger quantities, pub into 
a vessel holding lifteen gallons of water 
a half peck of soot, and stir twice a day 
for a week. 
Probably the better way is 
to tie the soot securely in a coarse bag, 
which is large enough to let the 
soot 
swell and move about inside it. 
Throw 
the bag into the water and allow it to 
soak, moving it about occasionally, or 
pressing it with a stick to extract the 
strength. As the water is used out fresh 
can be added as long as any soot remains. 
Give the plant« light doses of the tea 
once or twice a week. 
Dilute if too 
strong, because if used in too 
thick a 
state it will make the surface soil too 
bard and dry. 


Soot mixed with twice its bulk of dry 
earth may be used for a top dressing in 
the garden with good 
results.—New 
York World. 


13LASTING STQAIRS. 


The reasonable prejudice against the 
common use oi dynamite for any kind of 
work on a farm, or by inexperienced per- 
sons, makes it desirable to use the com- 
mon black powder for such purposes. 
This is not really so tafeas the dynamite 
when in the hands of experts, but safer 
otherwise, and persons generally under- 
stand it better. 
To break up stumps 
with blasting powder proceed as follows: 
Bore a hole IJ- inches wido into the 
ccutre of the siump in such a direction 
as to reach the middle of it near the 
root; charge it in the usual manner, 
using plenty of powder, one foot in 
depth al. least for a largo stump; pro- 
cure a screw with a hole througli it for 
tho fuse, and a square head by which it 
may be screwed down on to the powder. 
Fire the fuse, and the stump will be 
shattered so that it can easily be taken 
out in pieces. 
A lookout for the screw 
should be made when the explosion takes 
place, and it may be picked up and used 
again. 
It may be well to put some dry 
sand on the powder under the screw. It 
is most often the case that the screw le- 
mains in the wood and can be split out 
of it.—New York Times. 


tho butter; this is covered with line dry 
salt, and the cover is fastened 
down. 
Care is to bo taken to exclude air by 
covering and packing under tho cover. 
The tub is then kept iu a clean, dry, 
airy place where no disasrreeable smells 
may allectit. 
Good butter thus packed 
may be kept foi six or eight mouths 
without the least deterioration.

Jersey cows make good butter, which 
has a high color, and some of them make 
a good deal of it, but the best are too 
costly for common u°e. 
A good, well- 
fed Ayrshire cow is as good for butter 
as a Jersey for a working dairy. 
Some 
Durham or short-hora cows are good 
butter makers, and 
a good judge of 
cows might get a dairy of the common 
stock that would be very good if well 
selected. 
Tae best common cow is a 
half-bred Jersey having a good common 
dam and a pure sire. 
Some of 
these 
are as cjood as the pure bred. 


nO'V TO CIIEAPEN FEEDS. 


The prices of feed bid fair to be high 
the coming winter, and such will con- 
tinue to be the case every winter, as long 
as there is such a tremendous 
demand 
for all sorts of millstiiiis, on the part of 
dairy farmers, all over this broad land. 
The dairymen are all right in their ideas 
of feeding well, but they are all wrong 
in not growing more of their own feed. 


Wheat is way down to the lowest notch 
we have seen in thirty years, and bran 
climbing up m price every day. 
We are 
not certain but those farmers who are 
well situated to do it had better buy the 
wheat by the car load and get it ground 
at the custom mill, and 
feed the bran 
and middlings, selling the Hour for what 
they can realize. 


If we were in Northern 
Dakota or 
Minnesota we would not sell wheat at 
fifty cents a bushel, if we had good cows 
to feed it to, and butter thirty-one cents 
a pound iu Chicago. 
We believe there 
are four pounds of butter in a bushel of 
wheat fed to a good cow, with good 
roughage in addition. 
Bnt whether in 
the DakotQs or New York, everywhere 
the dairy farmer is at the mercy of the 
feed vender. 
This would not be so if 
the majority set seriously to work to 
produce their own feed, in some form or 
other. 
The mischief is, the most of far- 
mers stop feed when prices of feed go 
high, no matter what tne price of butter 
is, 
vVhat a lot of education we all do 
need on this feed question. 
There is so 
little real Ijguring—so little really studied 
out by the dairy farmers by which they 
cau ligure. 
The way to bring down the 
price of feed stuil is for more farmers to 
go at growing peas and silage corn. Not 
one man in a thousand knows what ho 
could do if he ehould 
try.—Hoard';? 
Uairymun. 


TO KEEP BUITEK. 


To keep butter several months it is 
necessary that tho butter 
be perfectly 
well made and be completely freed from 
all traces of the buttermilk, or this will 
quickly spoil it. It must then be packed 
without delay in air-proof 
packagsa; a 
glazed crock or jar is a good package, 


01* a now, clean white oak or spruce tub, 
with 4 tight-iitting cover. 
This is first 
soaked with water and a little soda to 
remove any acid of tho wood. It is then 
well scalded and soaked with salt brine. 
Then it is rinsed with pure cold water 
and sprinkled with fine salt on the in- 
side. 
The butter is then packed iu sol- 
idly, each layer of four inches being well 
packed, to leave no air spaces, 
and 
sprinkled with fine salt. 
Then another 
layer is packed in the same way, and so 
on until the tub is full.
